‘We will not

I am going away to the country for 
vo weeks to rest and fish. 
W hen I come back I will tell you 
v to run this company.’ ” 
My informant said that the Old Man invariably returned 
w i t h a better perspective, clearer vision and fresh courage. 
Years ago I read a biography of Benjamin Disraeli who 
began life, as you will recall, as a writer with publishing am­ 
bitions. 
He conceived the idea of a magazine, and was bold 
enough to hope that he might persuade Sir Walter Scott to 
be its editor. 
He took the train to the city where Scott lived and arrive*! 
late in the afternoon. 
Instead of making his call at once, he 
registered at the hotel, ordered a comfortable room, and went 
to bed. 
In recording the experience, he said that he had made up 
his mind, even in those early days, never to attempt a difficult 
interview when he was tired. 
Tw o men of my acquaintance were thrown out of employ­ 
ment by a merger. They were men of ability for whom oppor­ 
tunities were sure to open sooner or later. 
The first man proceeded to worry himself into a state of 
nervous inefficiency. 
He hurried around among his friends; 
he let fear show in his eyes and face. 
The other man went away. 
W hen I met him last he was 
sun-browned and rested; he had purchased some new clothes, 
and was starting out serenely to conquer the world. 
Most of us have to take our vacations at stated intervals, 
which are fixed by the routine of business rather than by our 
personal desires. 
But it is possible for even the humblest of 
us to avoid the mistake of making important decisions when 
our minds arc weary or worried. 
Lots of time«; the best thing we can do is to say: “I shall 
now turn tnv back on this desk and leave the office, and I 
will not think about this thing again tonight. 
” Tomorrow will be a new day and, if I am rented, a day 
full of much more courage and wisdom. 
So my decision will 
be sounder and braver than it can possibly be today.”
